The Sheriff’s Posse has lost 
no tim e in going to work on the 
project they want, a place to 
m eet and compete, and also to 
lend a hand to the Wise County 
Youth F air which is held in De­ 
catur each spring.

discoveries -in 
Wise County— was finaled as 
a dual producer with both pays 
being new strikes. 


In Wise Cornify 
New Atoka conglom erate and 
Stawn sand pays were found in 
Wise County by Lloyd* H Smith 
Inc. of Houston. Dual discovery 
is the No. I J C. Henry, four 
miles southeast of Chico, in J. 
Coughlin survey A-151. 
The No. I Henry flowed 215 
barrels 
of 
39.5 
gravity 
oil 
through 1/8 inch choke during 
14 hour test tor a calculated 
24 hour potential of 368 bar­ 
rels. The conglom erate was per­ 


forated at 5620-27 feet. Gas-oil 
ratio was 230-1. 
Previously, the No. I Henry 
was potentialed In the Strawn, 
perforated at 3978-94 feet, for 
a daily output of 11 6 barrels of 
38.6 gravity crude, based upon 
an actual 19 hour flow of 83 
barrels 
through 
12/64 
inch 
choke. Gas-oil ratio was 81-1. 
A good gas sand was also re­ 
ported in the No. I Henry, about 
200 feet below the oil-bearing 
Atoka conglom erate. Hole was 
bottom ed at 6i05 feet.

SOCIAL SECURITY IS 
NOW AVAILABLE 
TO FARM FAMILIES 


The 1954 Amendments to the 
Social Security Law will bring 
Federal old-age and 
survivors 
insurance to most farm families 
beginning in January 1955, de­ 
clared Gordon James, manager 
of the Fort W orth Social Secur­ 
ity district office. 
These am­ 
endin' nts, signed into law by the 
President on September I, ex­ 
tends social security coverage’ to 
all farm operators who earn as 
much as $400 In profits In 1955 
and later years and to ail farm 
employees whose cash earnings 
amount to as much as $100 paid 
by the same employer farmer 
in 19.)it and following years. 
Any farm operator or farm 
employee who does not have a 
social security card should ap­ 
ply for one immediately. Appli­ 
cation forms are avi\ilable at. 
most post offices. The social se­ 
curity number will 
identify 
a 
person’s earnings which will be 
used when figuring the social 
security payments to which he 
will be entitled when he reaches 
age 65 and flies a claim or the 
amounts payable to his family 
when he dies.

but what the nation needed was 
teaching priests, religious leaders 
who could teach the law of God 
that is to say, priests who could 
show the people what religion 
meant in daily living, in dealings j 
between man and man. So long as 
religion stays inside the church, 
so long as religion concerns it­ 
self only with the Other World, 
so long as religion tries to con­ 
fine itself to what is exclusively 
spiritual, it will not be Biblical, 
and it will be powerless to build 
a godly nation. An officer in a 
young people’s church group once 
told the writer: “Our bunch real­ 
ly means business. This year we j 
raised the money to extend the 
chancel two feet.” —and that was 
all they did! One suspects that 
there was something missing in 
the parson’s 
sermons, 
if those I 
young people got the idea that 
the business of religion mainly 
has to do with how long or short 
the chancel is. God’s law is not a 
law for Sunday mornings only. 
But until and unless there are 
teaching priests 
who take the 
lead in showing us how we can 
apply God’s law—and above all 
the law of Love—to our life as a 
nation, we shall be godly only 
on 
Sunday 
mornings, 
if 
ever. 
The most church-going city in the 
south was for years also the city 
with the highest murder rate; the 
place lacked teaching priests. 


Leadership in the Nation 
Preachers 
and 
churches 
will 
have an uphill time of it, at the 
best, even when they do see and 
work for the doing of God’s will 
in everyday social and political 
and business life. There is too 
much organized and unorganized 
selfishness 
abroad to 
give the 
God of Love much chance. So 
in our time, as in King Asa’s 
long ago, there is need for lead­ 
ers outside the pulpit. In these 
days it was the king himself who 
took Hie lead. We have no kings 
in America but we do have lead­ 
ers, 
all the 
way from village 
mayors up to Congressmen, sena­ 
tors, supreme court justices and 
the President.

Control of the 


Fly Important 


In the Spring 


AUSTIN, March 24. — Many 
Texas children and adults die 
each year from fly-borne dis­ 
eases. Typhoid fever, tuberculo­ 
sis, summer complaint, cholera, 
and intestinal diseases frequently 
resulting in death follow closely 
in the trail of the common house­ 
fly. 


“The control of the fly menace 
comes at the top of the list of 
necessary public health measures 
which should be applied by every I 
city and community in the State,” ; 
said Dr. Henry A. Holle, State 
Health Officer. “The most effec­ 
tive measure for control is to 
prevent breeding, and about eight 
days are required to complete a ! 
life cycle. During her lifetime of 
several months, one housefly lays i 
from 600 to 1,000 eggs. Thus, it 
can easily be seen that in a sea­ 
son wThich usually begins in the 


spring of the year, the descend­ 
ent*; from one fly number count­ 
less of thousands.” 
To eliminate flies, Dr. Holle 
said the breeding places must be 
destroyed. 
As 
flies 
breed 
in 
filth, manure piles, garbage, and 
other organic filth furnish the re­ 
quirements of warmth, moisture, 
and food necessary for the prop­ 
agation of the fly. Flies should 
be kept from contact with food 
or drink or utensils in which such 
food and drink are prepared and 
served. Likewise they should be 
kept from access to privy vaults 
where they pick up the infections, 
which they later spread to hu­ 
mans by contact with the food 
i rid 
dr'nk, 
and 
by 
unwashed 
hands and utensils. 
“See that your window's, doors, 
and porches are screened so that 
the stray fly from some careless 
neighbor will not endanger your 
family. 
See that your grocer 
keeps meat, vegetables, and fruit 
screened from flies.”

WASHINGTON.—North Texas 
gas producers told the Federal 
Power 
Commission 
they

George Mitchell 
and 
Merlyn 
Christie, both of Houston, testi­ 
fied that wells their company has 
drilled in Jack and Wise Coun­ 
ties would be the source of the 
gas if the commission approves 
a pipeline construction perm it ap­ 
plication by the Chicago concern. 
N atural Gas Pipeline wants to 
build a 350-mile line from Jack 
and Wise Counties to connect 
with its existing system in the 
Texas Panhandle. 


A ttorneys for interveners in 
the proceedings, including Lone 
S tar Gas Company, Dallas, cross- 
examined the witnesses. 
They 
sought to show that while the 
general term s of N atural Gas 
Pipelines contract call for’ a price 
of 15c per thousand cubic feet, 
it would run up to 17c under some 
circumstances.

During these dry years 
and 
reduced cattle markets can you 


J afford to graze one-alf of your 
! grass and leave the other half 
!on the ground. 
George E Young, cooperating 
with the Denton-Wise Soil Con­ 
servation District, states 
that 
you are in a better position to 
graze half and leave half than 
you are to graze heavy and run 
out of pasture. He should know 
because he has experienced both 
conditions. 
In 19 4 2 he was running 125 
heading of cattle on 508 acres. 
The 
pastures 
were 
severely 
overgrazed. 
The 
cattle 
were 
making an average yearly gain 
of about 150 pounds per head. 
The bluestems, Indiangrass and 
Switchgrass made up only 40 
percent of the forage plants in 
the pasture. These plants were 
producing less than half of the 
maximum forage expected from 
this type of pasture. The cattle 
came out of the winter season 
in poor flesh with a big feed 
bill against them. 
Technicians 
; from

Conservation 
! bel vive advised Mr. Young that 
he could produce just as many 
pounds of beef with about half 
the number of cattle.

In 1943 he decided to stock 
I the place with only 50 head of 
yearling steers.
